Miss Jones: Yes. There's only one fee. When you come to the naturalization 'court 

for your examination you pay the court clerk $25.00. f

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DIAMOG 3; AFTER YOU PASS THE EXAMINATION 

At least 30 days after the naturalization examination, Mr. Sieber will have a final 
court hearing. Miss Jones is explaining what will happen at^the hearing. ^ 
Mr. Siebei;: I just got a letter that says that I should come for my final hearing. 

Does that mean that I have to see the judge in the naturalization 

court? 

Miss Jones:) Yes. The judge will decide on whether or not you can become- a citi- 

fen of the United States. ^ 
Mr. Sieber: Oh, no! Is the judge going to ask me more questions? ^ 
Miss Jones: No. Usually, he or she doesn't ask you any questions. The examiner 
already tested you, and told the 'judge whether or not you are qual- 
ified.

Mis^ Jones; He or she will ask you to take an oath of allegiance to the United 

States. You must promise to obey the laws of the country and to help 

your new country.*

Mr. Sieber: Thank you.
